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DETAILED ACTION 

Specification 

1 . Applicant is reminded of the proper language and format for an abstract of the 
disclosure. 

The abstract should be in narrative form and generally limited to a single 
paragraph on a separate sheet within the range of 50 to 150 words. It is important that 
the abstract not exceed 150 words in length since the space provided for the abstract 
on the computer tape used by the printer is limited. The form and legal phraseology 
often used in patent claims, such as "means" and "said," should be avoided. The 
abstract should describe the disclosure sufficiently to assist readers in deciding whether 
there is a need for consulting the full patent text for details. 

The language should be clear and concise and should not repeat information 
given in the title. It should avoid using phrases which can be implied, such as, "The 
disclosure concerns," "The disclosure defined by this invention," "The disclosure 
describes," etc. 

The abstract contains phrases, such as "the invention is directed to" and "the object of 
the invention." 

Claim Objections 

2. Claims 1-27 are objected to because of the following informalities: Claim 1 
contains the phrase "particularly" and "suitable", which make the claim indefinite, for it is 
unclear whether the elements following these phrases are positive limitations in the 
claim or are merely exemplary enumerations; in claims 2, 3, 12, 21, 25 it is unclear 
whether the claimed "measuring devices" are the same as the measuring devices 
claimed in claim 1 or are entirely different separate measuring devices; in claims 18, 22, 
24 it is unclear whether the claimed "actuating elements" are the same as the actuating 
elements claimed in claim 1 or are entirely different separate actuating elements. 
Appropriate correction is required. 

The rest of the claims are objected to as being dependent from an objected claim. 
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Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1-27 are allowed. 

4. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: There is no evidence in the prior art searched of an arrangement for the 
stabilization of the radiation emission plasma (EUV radiation) as claimed. 

Conclusion 

5. This application is in condition for allowance except for the above listed formal 
matters.
